The Newton Post American 
Legion has had printed 10,000 
colored post cards depicting the 
new Honor Roll at Newton City 
Hall to be distr buted to men 
and women who are in the serv- 
ice, and some to be sold to the 
public. 

Seven thousand of these cards 
will have the words "Courtesy of 
Newton Post 48, American Le- ; 
gin, Newton, Mass.” printed under 
the picture, and will be given free 
to families of men and women 
in the service to -be sent to those 
who are serving. Cards will also 
be included in the traveling kits 
which are d stributed to indue- j 
tees by the Citizens’ Committee. I 

Letters have been sent to all cler- 
gymen in the city requesting that 
they send in the list of all num- 
bers of their parishes in service. 
The lists will be checked with the 
one kept in the Soldier’s Relief 
Commissioner’s Office where the 
Honor Roll names are made up. 
As soon as the lists are checked 
a card for each name on record 
w 11 be sent to the church from 
which the list came. The clergy- 
men will then distribute the cards 
to families for mailing to those 
to the armed forces. 

For sale to the public will be 
3,000 of the cards with the words. 
"Publ shed by Newton Post No. 
48.’’ The sale to the public starts 
today in stores throughout the 
city. The Post is prepared to 
print an additional 5,000 cards if 
the demand warrants. 

Commander Norman I. Pater- 
son of the Newton Post made the 
following appeal for assistance in 
getting a complete list of those in 
service : 

“There are many men and 
women in the service who are not 
connected with any of the church- 
es in the city and probably their 
names and addresses are not on 
file anywhere. In order that these 
men and women in the service 
may obtain a card, their familes 
are requested to supply the neces 
sary information to the Newton 
Post. American Legion, War Me- 
morial Building, Newton Centre. 


Congressman Herter of the 
10th District recently announced 
that he has been requested by the 
War Department to name a can- 
didate to fill a vacancy at the Mil- 
itary Academy at West Point, and 
by the Navy Department to name 
candidates to fill three vacancies 
at the Naval Academy at Annap- 
olis. Arrangements have been 
made with the Civil Service Corn- 
miss on to conduct a preliminary 
competitive examination for the 
purpose of assisting the Congress- 
man in making his selections. 
This exam nation will be held on 
Saturday, January 22, 1944. Any 
young man, a bona fide resident 
of the 10th Congressional Dis- 
trict, and within the specified age 
limits will be elig ble to compete 
in the competitive examination. 
In the case of the Military Acad- 
emy, the min mum age limit is 
17 years and the maximum age 
limit 22 years at the time of ad- 
mission to the Academy, which 
in th s instance will be on July 1, 
1944. For the Naval Academy 
the minimum age limit is 17 
years, the maximum age limit 
21 years on the first of April of 
the year in wh ch they are to en- 
ter the Academy. The boys who 
are nominated by the Congress- 
man will be given further exam- 
inations, both mental and physi- 
cal by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments to determine their fitness. 

Any boy who is interested in 
try ng for an appointment, who 
has not previously notified the 
Congressman should do so at 
once, so that he may know how 
many expect to take the exam- 
ination. It would be well also 
to state where they would like to 
be examined.

To the Citizens of Newton: 

It seems advisable that the cit- 
izens of Newton should know 
that we face a real problem in 
regard to the removal of snow and 
ice this coming winter, particular- 
ly if we have severe storms. War 
industries have taken a number 
of men formerly in the employ of 
the City and our forces available 
for this work have been greatly 
reduced. Temporary help for 
storm emergencies is not availa- 
ble as in previous years . An- 
other factor which adds to our 
problem is that plow and truck 
equipment formerly hired for this 
purpose has been diverted to war 
work, and it is impossible to de- 
termine how much of this equip- 
ment will be available. Therefore, 
plowing of our 277 miles of streets 
and many additional miles of side- 
walks this winter will necessarily 
be a slow process. 

In order to provide proper fire 
protection, to aid the delivery of 
milk, food and fuel, and to pro- 
vide for prompt medical service, 
it is necessary that we first re- 
move snow from the main high- 
ways of the City. The clearing 
of sidewalks by abutters will aid 
materially and it is imperative 
that we have the help of our 
citizens in all parts of the City. 
We ask your patient consideration 
and assure you that we will do 
all possible to provide men and 
equipment to the fullest extent 
obtainable.

NEXT TO THE understanding 
for postwar co-operation achieved 
In Moscow, the most important 
act was the implied declaration 
of war against the Japanese by 
the Russians. 

The joint communique Issued 
by the Moscow eonferees includ- 
ed the highly pertinent but little 
publicized statement, "This dec- 
laration published today provides 
for even closer collaboration in 
the prosecution of the war and in 
all matters pertaining to the sur- 
render and disarmament of the 
enemies with which the four 
countries are respectively at 
war.” 

The countries which are "re- 
spectively at war" are Russia, 
the United States, the British 
Empire, China, and other United 
Nations on one side, the Japanese, 
Germans, Hungarians, Rumanians, 
and other Axis powers on the 
other. Significantly, the phrase, 
"the enemies with which the four 
countries are respectively at war," 
includes the Japanese! 

Some of the more demagogic 
soap-box politicians in the United 
States have taken great delight 
in baiting the Russians for not 
opening "a second front" in Asia 
against the Japanese, while they 
were first holding and then beat- 
ing back the Germans in Europe. 
Quite obviously, to have done so 
would have been to court disaster 
on both fronts. Russian wisdom 
in that respect stemmed from the 
same reservoir of military good 
sense which the Americans and 
British have drawn on in their 
refusal to open a “second front” 
in Europe until they were abso- 
lutely ready to do so. 

One need be no great shakes 
at history to know that the Rus- 
sians and the Japanese have been 
natural enemies through thc dec-

THE "WORK-PILE PROJECT" 
first developed In San Francisco, 
and now being adopted by ■other 
forward-looking communities 
throughout the country, is an 
indication that the people ‘gen- 
erally are alive to the problem 
and threat of postwar unemploy- 
ment. The "Work-Pile" plan will 
not of itself provide employment 
for returning soldiers — arid ci- 
vilians released from war work — 
but it will enable the intelligent 
drawing of plans for the purpose 
of countering postwar unemploy- 
ment. By knowing the quantity 
and quality of work, building, re- 
placement, equipment and pur- 
chases which are planned when 
hostilities cense and the unra- 
tioned purchase of goods is again 
permitted, supplementary em- 
ployment activities may be chart- 
ed to take up the employment 
lag. 

It was the great tragedy of 
the period following World War I 
that peace ushered in an era of 
confusion and inaction which re- 
sulted in eventual economic col- 
lapse. The "Work-Pile Project" 
proves that the people have 
learned from their past mistakes. 

THE PATTERN OF the Eur- 
ope to be may be observed in the 
Moscow declaration in which the 
United States, Britain and Rus- 
sia pledged themselves to the 
restoration and independence of 
Austria. 

A free Austria, of course, con- 
notes a free Bavaria, and prob- 
ably a free Prussia as well. To- 
gether they indicate a breakup of 
the Germany of today into a group 
of independent autonomous states, 
some republican, other monarch- 
al, but all removed from the 
military overlordship of Prussia. 

The choice of Austria, as first 
among the Germanic segments 
to be liberated, hinges upon the 
pertinent facts that Austria is es- 
sentially Catholic, essentially lib- 
eral and essentially non-militarist, 
in all of which she differs marked- 
ly from much of the remainder 
of Germany.

Against Parking 

In order to facilitate the re- 
moval of snow from Newton 
streets during the winter months 
the Newton police traffic bureau 
is planning a drive against all- 
n ght parking of cars on the 
streets of the city. 

Members of the police force will 
warn owners of cars which are 
found to have been parked on a 
street for more than one hour be- 
tween 2 and 6 a. m. that they 
are violating the law. A slip 
bearing the following statement of 
the city ordnance w 11 be left on 
the car of the offender: 

“Section 10. No all n'ght park- 
ing. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of any vehicle, other than 
one acting in an emergency, to 
park the said vehicle on any street 
for a peripd of time longer than 
one hour between the hours of 
2 A. M. and 6A.M. of any day.’’ 

The drive is to begin at once 
in order that car owners may be- 
come familiar with the law be- 
fore the snow falls. Violators of 
the ordinance will be prosecuted. 

In past years cars which have 
been parked all night in the 
streets interfered with the work 
of the snow plows and in some 
instances where plows could not 
pass by parked cars large sections 
had to be left unplowed.

Lt. Lamb Is 
Killed In Action 


Lt. Fred Lee Lamb, 27, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Thos. Lamb, 46 
P ne Ridge rd., Waban, Mass., 
was killed on November 8 in the 
Pacific while performing his duty 
in the service of his country. He 
was an Honor student in the New- 
ton Schools and graduated from 
M. I. T. in 1938. He had 4 years 
undergraduate work and 1 year 
graduate study there in Electr c 
and Radio Engineering and Sound 
and had 10 years Radio Operation 
and Experimentation as Amateur 
operator at Station W1EMH. He 
had 4 years as Radioman 2c and 
Radioman 3c in Naval Commun - 
cations Reserve. He got his Pri- 
vate Pilot’s License April, 1940 
and immediately thereafter en- 
listed for Naval Aviat on at Squan- 
tum from where he was trans- 
ferred in July to Pensacola Naval 
Training School. He was com- 
missioned from there in February 
1941 and was designated the most 
outstanding Naval Cadet of the 
Year — the most coveted prize 
that a naval aviat on cadet can 
win. The award was made on the 
basis of the highest marks made 
during the entire 7-mo. course. 
He received a pair of gold wings, 
emblematic of the receipt of the 
award and a trophy with h s name 
inscribed. 

He was made an instructor at 
Pensacola and Miami Stations and 
was later transferred to Corpus 
Christi as an instructor, personnel 
and flight officer. He applied 
for Overseas Duty s nee Pearl 
Harbor, received his orders July, 
1943 for carrier duty and went 
overseas as a Dive Bomber 
Squadron Leader of 9 planes. He 
led his group in combat which 
had 10 Jap Planes to their credit, 
when he asked for a transfer to 
the Fighter Planes (the Hellcats) 
He said in a last letter dated No- 
vember 5th “dropp ng bombs on 
relatively inanimate targets isn't 
nearly as much fun as getting in 
and mixing it up personally, so I 
am trying my hand on the latter." 

Lt. Lamb achieved a splendid 
record in Naval Aviation as an 
experienced Naval Aviator with 
over 1900 hours’ flying time to 
his credit. He had 2300 hours in 
numerous and varied types of ser- 
v ce Aircraft . The Navy Dept 
said his loss was a severe one to 
the service and to our country. 
Besides his parents, he leaves a 
brother, Thos. Lamb, Jr., of Wa- 
ban, and a sister, Mrs. Anita How- 
arth of Edgewater Drive, Wal- 
tham. 

On November 2 his mother *£ni 
his sister each received a lei of 30 
orchids which he sent them from 
Hawaii by Clipper. The orch ds 
which left Hawaii on October 30 
were in perfect condition when 
received here on the morning of 
November 2.

The rul ng, which went into 
effect last Thursday, forbids the 
parking of cars on the east side 
of Brookline st. from Dedham st. 
to 459 Brookline st., and on the 
west side of Brookline st. from the 
entrance of the New England 
Peabody Home. 


At a caucus held on Monday 
night by the members-elect of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen. Jos- 
eph B. Jamieson of 93 Homer st., 
Newton Centre, vice-president of 
the Board was nominated presi- 
dent for the coming year, and 
Alderman Albert P. Everts of 114 
Kirksfall rd.. Newtonville, aider- 
man from Ward 2, was nominated 
as vice-president. 

The formal election will take 
place on the afternoon of New 
Year's Day at the inauguration 
exercises in the Alderman ic cham- 
ber at the Newton City Hall. 

Alderman Jamieson will suc- 
ceed President Charles B. Floyd, 
who is retiring from the board, 
having declined to run for re- 
election this year. Jamieson is a 
veteran member of the board and 
is chairman of the public works 
committee. He lives in Newton 
Centre and represents Ward 6. 

Alderman Everts has also 
served several terms in the board 
representing Ward 2. He is a res- 
ident of Newtonville. He won 
state- wide fame recently as 
chairman of the Third War Loan 
drive. 

The Newton Board of Aldermen 
at their meeting on Monday night 
voted a protest against the pro- 
posed use of Peabody Street, New- 
ton, as part of a bus route for the 
Middlesex and Boston Street Rail- 
way for which the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works had been 
asked to issue a War Emergency 
Certificate. The protest is based 
on the fact that Peabody Street 
is too narrow to be used for that 
purpose. 

The license committee con- 
demned the reported use by bus- 
es of Bridge Street between Wa- 
tertown st., and California st., 
Chairman Carroll Hoffman of the 
committee stating that a com- 
plaint had been received that bus- 
es have been operated on a part 
of Bridge st. 

A communication received by 
the Board from the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works specifies 
the following route of a proposed 
bus line for carrying war plant 
workers: 

"From the Newton-Watertown 
town line via Bridge street. Cali- 
fornia street, Chapel street, Wa- 
tertown street to the Newton- 
Watertown town line, and from 
the comer of Watertown and 
Pearl streets via Pearl street, 
Peabody street, Washington street. 
Centre street to the Newton-Wa- 
tertown town line.” 


The board adopted a resolution 
that the construction of Pond st., 
Newton, both entrances to which 
are in Watertown, would be or- 
dered if the Board of Selectmen 
of Watertown would order simi- 
lar construction of the small por- 
tion of the street located in Wa- 
tertown.

William H. Bixby. chairman of 
the Massachusetts Civil Service 
Commission and personnel direc- 
tor of Wm. Filene Co., Boston, 
spoke at Monday's meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club. The speaker 
outlined briefly the administra- 
tion of civil service in the com- 
monwealth as it affects the selec- 
tion and promotion of over 55,000 
state, county and municipal em- 
ployees. “The two chief functions 
of civil service,” Mr. Bixby stated, 
“are to supply capable persons to 
occupy positions in public service 
and to see that the selection of 
applicants for such positions is ac- 
compl shed with justice to the ap- 
plicant. At present, the Civil 
Service Commission, consisting of 
five members appointed by the 
Governor, are seeking to improve 
the written examination as a 
means of personnel selection and 
developing improved methods for 
recording the progress of individ- 
ual workers in service.” 

The speaker asserted that one 
of the greatest threats to high 
standards of public service is pub- 
lic apathy and unconcern in the 
few communities where the appli- 
cant is expected to “lay it on the 
line” to secure appointment. In 
the past, the cooperation of the 
district attorney and the attorney 
general has been sought in order 
to stamp out such practices, but 
recently there has been evidence 
of increased public support to the 
commission’s efforts. 

One of the highlights of the 
meeting was the return of Paul E. 
Elicker, past president of Newton 
Rotary and formerly principal of 
Newton High School. Mr. Elick- 
er. who is at present stationed 
in Washington, conducted the 
meeting.

Recalling experiences of his fly- 
ing career in the tough aerial bat- 
tle against the Germans, Capt. 
Morrill declared crew cooperation 
is “the only thing that makes it 
possible for a bomber crew to sur- 
vive in the air over Europe.” 

The young captain, a former 
travelogue lecturer and polo coach 
at the Evans School, Tucson, 
Arizona described a harrowing 
close call with destruction during 
the fortress attack on Schwein- 
furt, center of thc Naxis’ ball- 
bearing industries. Left alone, be- 
cause of losses in the formation 
going into the target, Capt. Mor- 
rill’s ship was pounced on by a 
swarm of German fighters. 

“They went to work on us and 
slugged us with everything 
they had,” reported Morrill. “They 
used cannon fire, machine guns, 
rockets and even bombing from 
the air.” 

The Distinguished Flying Cross 
was awarded to Capt. Morrill for 
his achievement during the his- 
tory-making England to Africa 
shuttle bombing of the Messer- 
sehmitt factory at Regensburg, 
deep in southern Germany. De- 
spite damage to the plane’s con- 
trols, and contending with flak, 
fighter attacks and fire on board 
his own fort, Capt. Morrill brought 
his battered bomber safely to 
Africa. 

Capt. Morrill’s crew has been 
credited with the destruction of 
seven enemy planes.

Their numbers increase until by 
6 a. m., the first buses disgorge 
additional hundreds at this trans- 
fer point. All of which, added to 
the roar of automobiles carrying 
defense workers to the South 
Shore shipyards, their headlights 
I boring a blinding path through the 
early morning gloom, creates a 
miniature Times Square here. 

At this time. too. blacked-out 
buses rumble in to the Nonantum 
defense plants from every point 
of the compass. .. .Lynn. Matta- 
pan, Woburn. Billerica, and assort- 
ed whistle stops along the way, 
with all-girl cargos. . . . 

Old gals, young gals, slim gals 
and plump, in overalls and slacks 

with occasional purists in dress- 
es — they’ve all declared war on 
the Axis and from grandma to 
granddaughter they’re all work- 
ing around the clock on the pro- 
duction lines. 

Everyone on the home front is 
in there working this time. The 
majority of women and girls 
working the 11 p. m. to 7 a. m. 
shifts are married. The manner 
in which they work the night 
away, then return home to pre- 
pare breakfast for the family, get 
the youngsters to school, take 
care of the housework and catch 
up with enough sleep so’s to punch 
the time clock at 11 p. m. again, 
is the height of something or 
other in the miracle department, 
performed exclusively by wives 
and mothers since time began. 

The lame, the halt and the blind 
are also in there punching on this 
one. Several blind and legless 
employees of a nearby defense 
plant are carried and guided to 
their benches for specialized work 
each morning. 

There’s very little recreation 
for the majority It’s not at all 
important anymore. Almost ev- 
erybody has someone near and 
dear in uniform and the trick, 
right now. is to get this thing over 
in a hurry. . . .Storekeepers, 
clerks, bank and office workers 
are employing their evening hours 


on “patriotic shifts" in the de- 
fense plants. An occasional 
movie or a “night out" suffices 
for most of them.

When 
the American Library Association 
met in Boston .in June, 1941, the 
Childrens Librarians came to 
Newton for a lawn party on the 
grounds of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Library; over three hundred at- 
; tended this most pleasant occa- 
sion. Also in 1941 the name of 
the Newton Free Library was 
placed on a national honor roll 
by the American Library Asso- 
ciation, for outstanding publicity. 
This honor was because of the 
excellence of Mrs. Sloan's annual 
publication, “One Hundred Im- 
portant Books for Boys and Girls”. 
The library receives many re- 
quests from various parts of the 
I country for this publication.

Edward J. McCarthy, 4 General 
Sales Manager of the Gamewell 
Company, spoke before the New- 
ton Lions Club on the ‘‘History of 
Fire Protection Equipment,” 
which, he said, closely paralleled 
the history of his own company, 
which, for over 70 years as been 
perfecting this necessary type of 
community protection.

! Washington— In and around a 
1 sick bod you realize how much ef- 
fort, patience and scientific study 
I goes into the struggle to save a 
life or merely regain health. Then 
you pick up a newspaper and you 
read of secret weapons and other 
new inventions for taking life — or 
what is worse, maiming young 
bodies. It just doesn’t make sense! 

And as your eyes rest on a 
promise of a new crescendo of 
; slaughter on the enemy it sudden- 
I ly dawns on you that perhaps 
there is a way of avoiding wars 
in the future; Punish the instiga- 
tors of war so severely that fu- 
ture, would-be Hitlers will never 
forget! It can be done. 

After the last war the Allies 
had criminal war charges drawn 
up against friorc than 900 brutal 
and ruthless Huns. The new Ger- 
man government, which for some 
reason the Allies were catering 
to, shrewdly countered the de- 
mand for these war criminals by 
claiming that to deliver them to 
the Allies “would precipitate an- 
other civil war in the Reich.” 
They did, however, offer to try the 
offenders according to “German 
laws” in their own courts. The 
All es foolishly acquiesced. 

Less than 50 of the 900 crimi- 
nals were actually indicted and 
of those only two — U-boat com- 
manders who had torpedoed hos- 
pital ships — were convicted. And 
even these two were permitted lo 
escape from prison shortly after 
the trial. 

This time the statesmen of the 
United Nations are working to- 
gether harmoniously, not only to 
promote the war effort but in plan- 
ning for a post-war world. We 
hope that at Teheran the three 
Allied leaders took up the ques.ion 
of punishing the Axis war crimi- 
nals. And let us hope for the 
sake of humanity that no time is 
lost after Germany surrenders in 
bringing to trial before special 
United nations tribunals, the guil- 
ty thousands. 

The punishment should fit the 
crime. And t he crime in every 
case is MURDER.

MAIL FOR PRISONERS-OF- 
WAR IN JAPAN 

The Newton Red Cross has re- 
cently received instructions re- 
garding mail to be sent prisoners- 
of-war held by the Japanese. A 
new regulat on forbids the send- 
ing of letters of over 25 words in 
length, they must be printed in 
“cap tal letters, clearlj legible," 
• this is preferred even over typ- 
ing). and they may contain only 
personal and family news. 

Home Service also says that 
only four letters are allowed each 
prisoner a month, so it is advisa- 
ble for friends to allow members 
of the family to have first chance

Thomas J. Mncgowan, scout 
executive of Noruyiboga Council, 
Boy Scouts of America, was the 
speaker at the meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club hold on Mon- 
day at the Brae Burn Country 
Club. 

Mr. Mncgowan, speaking on 
"Why I Believe in Scouting,” 
stated that any organization whose 
keynote is the Scout Oath and 
Scout Law is a worthy one. He I 
illustrated each aspect of the 
Scout Law with a personal story. 

In listing some of the Scout 
contributions to the war, Mr. Mac- 
gowan said that 306,000 barrels 
of potatoes were picked this Fall 
by Scouts in Aroostook County in 
Maine, a single Scout having 
picked 1045 barrels. During the 
first paper salvage drive, he said, 
Scouts collected three million 
pounds at the rate of 50 million 
per month until the government 
announced that it had enough 
waste paper. He said the Scouts' 
aid in the ARP, War Bond cam- 
paign, and model airplane making 
was of such importance that it 
received recognition in the Con- 
gressional Record. Mr. Macgowan 
stated that one-fourth of the men 
in the armed services are former 
Boy Scouts and that 67 per cent 
of the men decorated for heroism 
are former Boy Scouts. 

A campaign to start 1000 new 
units in the New England Boy 
Scout movement is now under- 
way, he stated. The campaign 
aims to enroll 8000 more boys 
and 4000 adult leaders, with the 
share of Norumbega Council be- 
ing 2000 men and boys, Mr. Mac- 
gowan concluded.

Christ mas is coming! Keep it 
merry, keep it bright, keep it safe! 
Fire tragedy at Yuletide is un- 
thinkable— yet It happens. 

Almost all fires are sinrted by 
carelessness and those fires can 
be eliminated by removing the 
possibilities of fires. Follow these 
suggestions: 

Avoid toys operated with flam- 
mable liquids. Celluloid toys burn 
with surprising ferocity. 

Use metal tinsel, flake asbestos 
and powdered mica for snow ef- 
fects instead of paper and cotton. 

Keep matches and smoking ma- 
terials away from temporary ac- 
cumulations of package wrappings. 

If anyone’s clothing ignites, roll 
him at once in a rug or a woolen 
blanket. 

Take no chances with defective 
temporary wiring. Due to priori- 
ties and restrictions in the manu- 
facture of electrical goods, there 
may be widespread use of OLD 
wiring and lights, and of candles 
and other illumination. 

Keep combustible materials such 
as package wrappings, decorations, 
curtains, etc., away from possible 
contact with open flames of can- 
dles, fireplaces and stoves. 

Flameproof costumes, decora- 
tions and scenery by spraying 
them with the following solution: 
Borax, 7 oz.; boric acid, 3 oz.; hot 
water, 2 qts. Another spray: Use 
15 per cent, solution sulphite of 
ammonia. 

Have an extinguisher or bucket 
of water handy, in case of fire.

Cairo Meeting 


John F. Chester of 15 Bow rd., 
Newton Centre, former chief of 
the Boston bureau of the Asso- 
ciated Press, was present as a 
correspondent at the recent Cairo 
conference. 

While in London early in Nov- 
ember he was ordered to go to 
Cairo, and in a letter received by 
his wife shortly after he received 
the new assignment he expressed 
disappointment at the transfer 
as he felt there would be little 
news of great impor lance from 
Egypt. Mrs. Chester also re- 
ceived a. cable from her husband 
nearly three weeks ago stating 
hat he had reached Cairo but no 
hint was given of the great event 
that was to take place there. 

Mr. Chester who was born in 
Falls Church, Virginia, a suburb 
of Washington, D. C., was grad- 
uated in 1927 from Connecticut 
Wesleyan University. He first 
served as a reporter on the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor in Boston 
and New York. In 1929 he joined 
the Associated Press and served 
for two years as White House 
correspondent, returning to Bos- 
ton 7 years ago as chief of the 
local bureau of the Associated 
Press. He was sent to London 
as a correspondent in July of this 
year. 

The Chesters have three child- 
ren. Patricia, 8, William, 6, and 
Margaret, 4, the two oldest at- 
tending the public school in New- 
I ton Centre. 

Mrs. Chester’s paren s, Mr.

On the 
opening day of the year’s War 
Stamp and Bond sales campaign, 
they bought over $7 per pupil to 
load Newton’s interschool contest.

Starting with one division in De- 
cember, 1941, it now includes the 
whole school. An elected Board 
of Strategy stimulates volunteer 
committees to salvage everything 
from grease to coathangers. A 
Junior Citizens Committee has 
raised money for nearly 100 shav- 
ing kits, and is now rehearsing a 
Red Cross Benefit Show. Other 
groups have gathered 1980 pounds 
of rubber, 150 pounds of silk, and 
300 pounds of keys. 

Besides pupil activities of these 
kinds, the administration and 
curriculum builders have made 
adaptations in courses of study 
and club programs to give in- 
sight into war aims and prepare 
pupils for military postwar life. 
In art classes several hundred 
menu cards were made for hospi- 
tals, and in woodworking clas.se* 
precision plane models by the 
score are being built for the 
Army. Home Nursing and Red 
Cross classes, pre-aviation train- 
ing instruction and ARP training 
take the place of clubs for fun.

WITH COLOR

The Anvil Chorus 

The anti-Willkie anvil chorus 
appears to have chosen the Christ- 
mas season as an appropriate time 
to build up its membership. The 
latest prom nent recruit is none 
other than the professional Mich- 
igan satesman, so-called, U. S. 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg. 
This gentleman has missed the 
boat on numerous occasions dur- 
ing the past decade and has been 
getting nowhere fast. Lately, he 
has threatened the state of Maine 
with a vis t for the thinly-con- 
cealed purpose of spreading some 
anti-Willkie prpoaganda. My 
guess is that the canny citizens 
of Maine are quite capable of fig- 
uring out the r own attitude 
toward Wendell Wlllkle without 
the benefit of any gratuitous ad- 
vice from the Old Guard Repub- 
lican from the middle-West. It 
is men 1 ke Senator Vandenberg 
who insist on plac ng the G. O. 
P. squarely behind the eight-ball. 
He did all he could to ruin the 
Mackinac conclave by proposing 
some fuddy-duddy resolu ions 
which were promptly thrown in the 
ash can. where they obviously be- 
longed. Currently, he shows signs 
of thinly-veiled hostility to the 
only man in sight who has a real 
chance of landing in the White 
House and puttting our domestic 
affairs n order. 

Another recruit who has now 
begun to come out in’o the open 
a bit is our old friend, former 
Pros dent Herbert Hoover. As the 
leading elder statesman of the 
Republican party he seems to have 
decided that Mr. Willkie s defi- 
nitely NOT the proper man for 
the G. O. P. to nominate in 1944. 
Politically-feeble Mr. Landon has 
recently been discussed briefly in 
this column, as has the pugnac ous 
Mr. Hamilton, the front-man in 
the ill-fated 1936 campaign for the 
Presidency. These two gentle- 
men have been carrying the ball 
for the anti-Willkie football team 
of late, but a slight confusion n 
hearing signals has resulted in in- 
stalling Mr. Hoover as quarter- 
back. Some of us would like to 
know if Mr. Hoover has anything 
to do with the rather smelly C. 
Nelson Sparks, a former Mayor 
of Akron, Ohio, and apparent au- 
thor of the nasty book ent tied 
"One Man — Wendell Willkie,” 
which Bill Cunningham dissects in 
his inimitable manner in last Sun- 
day’s column. What a gorgeous 
job our B 11 did on Brother 


Spnrks. I shall locate a copy 
pronto and give my renders my 
own reactions after Christmas. 

I wonder If some of these gen- 
tlemen are not making a bad mis- 
take in strategy. Is it not pos- 
sible that the very bitterness of 
their attacks will react n Will- 
kie's favor? And would they 
gang up on Willkie ns they do if 
they did not all fear him and 
dread his chances of landing the 
coveted nomination n 1944? You 
don’t hear anybody running around 
the country damning poor old 
Vandenberg or Landon or Bricker. 
As for Dewey of New York, it 
appears that he is gradually modi- 
fying his original stand, to the 
effect that he would INSIST on 
fin shing out his four-year term 
as Governor of New York. I 
shall have more to say about this 
gentleman later on after I have 
had an opportunity to analyze 
more carefully the chief sources of 
his support . At the moment he is 
the ONLY man who has a ghost 
of a chance against Willkie and I 
rather doubt if he can make the 
grade. After all, he is still the 
same Dewey as the man who was 
beaten by Taft as well as by Will- 
k e in 1940. A few years older, 
to be sure, and now functioning 
quite satisfactorily as Governor 
of an important state. Many of 
his old weaknesses, however, st 11 
exist and will rise to plague him 
once he shows h's head as an 
avowed candidate. 

The Soldier Vote 

It is amazing to note the utter 
frankness with which some of our 
leading commenators refer to the 
administration’s handling of the 
recently-defeated soldiers’ vote 
bill in the United States Senate. 
One gathers the impression that 
the administration, qu te frankly 
had in mind the necessity of gath- 
ering n the votes of the 10,000.000 
men in our armed forces IF it 
hoped to put over Mr. Roosevelt 
for a fourth term next year. The 
G. O. P. was right on the job 
and sensed the possibilities, espe- 
cially if the President succeeded 
in gett ng a packed Democratic 
commission to handle the entire 
machinery of sending out the bal- 
lots, feeding the members of the 
armed forces the necessary polit- 
ical propaganda and finally count- 
ing the ballots. To be sure, the 
administrat on might be wrong in 
assuming that the great majority 
of our fighting men would instinc- 
tively cast their vote for the New 
Deal and the somewhat ambiguous 
Four Freedoms. (And by the way, 
how about our retaining another 
freedom, the freedom of speech 
and the freedom of the press be- 
fore getting too excited about free- 


dom ip every other part of the 
world ? ) 

My reason for mentioning this 
matter now is the report of the 
action of 25 members of the low- 
er branch of Congress In denounc- 
ing the futile bill recently passed 
by the Senate. Incidentally, one 
of the twenty-five Congressmen Is 
Congressman Lane, Democrat, of 
Lawrence until recently a fairly 
colorless member of our State 
Senate. Mr. Lane chances to be 
one of those worthy gentlemen 
who voted WRONG on ALL of the 
resolutions passed when Daniel 
Coakley was impeached. Maybe 
he will make a more impressive 
record in Congress. 

This Congressional statement is 
interesting for a nmuber of rea- 
sons. One : s that the phrase 
"This is conscription without rep- 
resentat on" has been coined. It’s 
a good line and is quite true. Af- 
ter all, these men have, in the 
majority of cases, been yanked 
out of the r homes and sent over- 
seas to fight and quite possibly 
get killed. It seems only fair, 
just and decent to make every ef- 
fort humanly possible to give 
these men a chance to vote in 
1944. Can the members of the 
U. S. Senate HONESTLY say 
that they have made their max- 
imum effort to play fair with 
our soldiers, sa lors and marines, 
to say nothing of the other 
branches of the service, including 
the Waves, Spars and all the rest? 
I doubt it very, very much. There 
is still time to act, gentlemen. Why 
not do the right thing NOW with- 
out wa ting until public opinion 
forces you to act?

The lecturer was introduced by 
Edmancis P. Lingham. First Read- 
er, who said: 

Friends: On behalf of First 
Church of Christ. Scientist, of 
Newton, I welcome you to this 
lecture. Giving a lecture is one 
of the means provided for us to 
share the blessings of Christian 
Science with others. We know 
that "we must share if we would 
keep that blessing from above: 
they cense to have who cease to 
give: such is the law of Love," as 
one of our hymns expresses it. 

Healing through right praying is 
the corner-stone of Christian Sci- 
ence. Mary Baker Eddy, its Dis- 
coverer and Founder, states in the 
first sentence in our textbook. 
"Science and Health, with Key to 
the Scriptures": "The prayer tha: 
reforms the sinner and heals the 
sick is an absolute faith that all 
things are possible to God. — a spir- 
itual understanding of Him, an un- 
selfed love." This afternoon we 
shall hear more of the efficacy of 
right praying, for the subject of 
the lecture is: "Christian Science: 
Prayer Made Practical." Our 
lecturer is Mr. Leonard T. Carney 
of Beverly Hills, California, a 
member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in Boston. I am happy to intro- 
duce Mr. Carney. 


The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

Mankind, today. Is In search ol 
that which will solve the perplexing 
problems of life The average man 
Is seeking for a simpler, happier 
wa> of existence. Find a man who 
is truly happy, and you usually have 
one who is healthy and sufficiently 
supplied. 


Man’s Great Need 

The normal individual wants less 
of that which confuses him. inter- 
files wltn his rightful course, and 
thwarts rub just endeavors Let him 
have less worry and he will have 
more confidence, less fear, and he 
wifi have more love, less earthliness. 
ano he will have more heavenliness. 
So the great need of today is for the 
elimination of that which interferes 
with the continuity of harmonious 
living, for a fuller sense of life and 
It-* joys. Would you think a business 
executive unwise who wants to elim- 
inate waste lost motion, delects, and 
antiquated ways of doing things by 
supplanting them with more ex- 
peditious methods, which would 
simplify the work and render it 
more beneficial? Is it not equally 
w is*- to seek a scientific knowledge 
ot your own life, to learn how to 
overcome wa^te oi energy, loss ol 
power. Ill-health, diminishing hap- 
piness, and how to supplant them 
with Joy. health, peace, and prog- 
ress? Christian Science supplies this 
great need of mankind. 

Mrs. Eddy's Mission 

Because Mary Baker Eddy, the 
Discoverer and Founder of Christian 
Science, saw the urgent need of the 
sick and sinning, she longed to save 
them from their misery Here, my 
friends you have the animus, the 
transcendent determination. the 
life- purpose of a woman who knew 
Uit bitterness, harshness, sufiermg 
pain, and poverty ol mortal exist- 
ence as few gentlewomen have been 
forced to know it to whom at times 
ai doors were closed It was through 
this dark experience working. 
Wc-tching, praying to be shown how 
she might be delivered from a life 
of physical su’iering that she made 
the great spiritual discovery now 
known as Christian Science. It was 
th't ugh the -acred pages ol ihe 
B : b!e, illumined by s;. ritual reveia- 
ri m that in >i experienced 

ar. instantan ; i healing which re- 
sulted In a peitnancnt cure ol that 
which the t' . ors nod pronounced 
incurable T. in that time on 
through ton” years of consecrated 
service to God and to healing man- 
kind such as has not been equaled 
sirco the time ol Jesus, this lone 
woman left fet all ages an impress 
ot spirituality that causes unnum- 
bered hosts to rise up and call her 
blessed 

The Bible, the Textbook, and Its 
Author 

It is sometimes said that Christian 
Scientists place then textbook above 
the Bible, but this is not so. They 
are obedient to what is given In the 
textbook, "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures by Mary 
Baker Eddy, where it is written <p. 
497i : "As adherents of Truth, we 
take the inspired Word ol the Bible 
as our sufficient guide to eternal 
Life." 

The truths oi Christian Science 
do not originate in the book. Science 
and Health They find their expres- 
sion there but their origin is in God 
Truth Is as old as God The purpose 
of the textbook is to show how prac- 
tical and applicable are the truths 
oi the Bible how the sick ure heated 
the sinning reformed, the sorrowing 
o mforted It explains many seem- 
ing Incongruities that have long 
puzzled Bible students The text 
book exalts the Bible us no othei 
book has done and students of 
Christian Science study the Bible 
the authorized King James Version 
u* they have never studied tt before 
They uiso realize the Importance ol 
owning und studying the Christum 
Science textbook in connection with 
th* Bible and freely advise this 
course to others. 

I once found myself lost in u 
mountain glade in u forest ot tin 
H irlhwest l did not know how l 
nun entered the enclosure of en 
tunglcd growth, so dense that not » 
pail into it or out of it was to be 
stum not an index visible As l 
circled round und round, faster ano 
faster with my fears ol the ap- 
proaching night {Mid the unknown 
tilling m» thought I suddenly 


stopped and began to realize the 
presence and power of God, His di- 
recting intelligence available then 
and there as 1 had lately learned It 
from Mrs Eddy's writings As fear 
departed. 1 felt a peace and con- 
fidence Mint all was well Then ap- 
peared r/j view the Indefinite path 
through which 1 had entered the 
tai.glewood and in due course 1 was 
safi at the hotel In her writings, 
Mary Baker Eddy has plainly 
marked the pathway out of the 
maze of material living for all to 
understand and utilize. To her we 
acknowledge full debt for trans- 
formation of our lives from what 1 
they were to what they are. and 
will be 

The message of Christ-healing 
came trom God. and the woman who 
heard it became the messenger, com- 
missioned and equipped by God to 
bring this divine message to the 
present a^e We receive this message 
through hei writings Her hand held 
thr pen but Gcd gave hei the words 
Thus is fulfilled the forecast ol John 
or Patmus who saw two witnesses 
to the Truth who should evidence it 
throughout all time. These two wit- 
nesses are Christ Jesus and Chris- 
tiai Science or God’s law made 
available to humanity We do not 
deify the personality of Mrs Eddy; 
she would be the first to rebuke this; 
out we do accord to her. her rightful 
place in Christian history. 

The Place of Prayer 
As in the time oi Jesus, so in 
Christian Science, the means of 
healing Is through the understand- 
ing and power ot true prayer It is 
notable that the first chapter ol our 
textbook deals with this topic. 
Prayer is the opening ol the mental 
loui through which you and 1 may 
have communion or audience with 
God II all the prayers uttered this 
very moment by those in need 
should conjoin in a mighty anthem, 
it would reverberate around the 
world. Men on rafts in the middle 
o f the ocean, in planes above the 
earth in the fox holes of the shifting 
battle, mingle their prayers with 
those of their loved ones at home 
<for there is no separation in divine 
Mind), and God answers these 
heartfelt prayers with deliverance. 

What Is God? 

Where is God? If we look to the 
senses, that which we see or hear 
oi feel, do we find God? Does He 
dwell in the earth, the tree, the 
>C*ne? Does He inhabit a house of 
wood or a body of flesh? Job cried, 
•Db that 1 knew where I might find 
nirr. ! that I might come even to his 
seat!" 

Paul recognized the nature of 
Deity when he spoke of Him as "all 
in all' (I Cor 15:28» Prom this we 
perceive that there is nothing out- 
side pf God. no wisdom no intel- 
ligence. no presence, no power, no 
being He is all-inclusive all-em- 
bracing all-encircling, all-envelop- 
ing Christian Science clearly de- 
fines God without reservation, for it 
is not to an unknown God that 
p.ayer is uttered God is defined in 
the textbook « p. 587- as "The great 
I am, the all-knowing, all-seeing, 
al. -acting, all-wise, all-loving, and 
eternal; Principle; Mind: Soul; 
Spirit; Life; Truth; Love; all sub- 
stance;. Intelligence.' 

At the time of Moses. I AM was a 
name for Deity, meaning "Ke is; 
Ht who exists;” the living, self- 
existent. self-expressing self-suffi- 
cient God the One who was and is 
and ever shall be The word Prin- 
ciple indicates that from which all 
things proceed, the source cause, 
mid origin the creator ol all things 
Tnr name Mind meat s all-inclusive 
intelligence, of which there is but 
one no more than i ne Soul means 
infinite individuality . identity one- 
ness which is reflected In man and 
the spiritual universe Spirit im- 
plies omnipresent instance without 
a' 1 iota ol mattet ' :>.• is et’*rnel 
!im tless self-exi ter-.c • Truth is 
that which Is real and immortal; it 
is that which Is. as opposed to that 
winch Is not. Love is the name ol 
the tender lovin' 1 Father-Mother 
God to whom all our real needs are 
known and by whom they are sup- 
plied. As you sec. these seven syno- 
nyms refer onlv to one God; huw- 
evei they each have their own office, 
In order to bring out the oneness, 
completeness and allness of God. 

Man in Science 

Mantis defined in the Christian 
Science textbook * p. 591 > as follows: 
The compound idea of infinite 
Spirit; the spiritual image and like- 
ness of God; the full representation 
of Mind." Man is included within 
ano encompassed ir, Mind as idea, 
not matter. Without man. God 
would be incomolete; and man with- 
out God. could not exist. Hence 
when we sav God is all we mean 
God and man. God and His mani- 
festation. It naturally follows that 
man is not God any more than a 
ray of light is the sun 

An exalted sense oi man Is as 
necessary as an exulted sense of 
Gou A perfectly good God and a 
deplorably evil man is anomalous 
A perfectly good God could not cre- 
ate a man who could suffer and die 
Whence, then, comes u sick, sinning 
and unhappy mortal? You cun find 
him nowhere except embraced in tin 
human consciousness of mortal mind 
which is the false belief in a mind 
apart from God. Change your con- 
cept of man from a material to a 
si irltuul basis through spiritual 
ut c'erstandlng. und no lunger will 
you be conscious of a sick und un- 
happy mortal If we look up to God 
< find man. not down to earth, we 
hall see man as he really is. 

Reflection 

This brings us to what Mrs. Eddy 
indicates Us a profound teaching In 
Christian Science the subject ol 
reflection That which is profound 
is likewise simple und easy to undei 
bland She presents an illustratin' 
(it a person standing before a mlrn 
ard viewing his reflection in th 
glass (Science and Health 515 25-4 
f( is to oe noted that in have a ri

flection there must be light, tt U 
through the light of spiritual dis 
-eminent that reflection in Sctenci 
ts understood To the one standlnr 
uefore the mirror his Image Is no 
ni other person, it is what that per 
<gp secs and knows about htmsell 
m o AS himself It is that selfsame 
person reflected In the mirror Then 
she goes on to say. "Now compare 
inan before the mirror to his divine 

Principle. God. Call the mirror di- 
vine Science and call man the re- 
flection. From this it is plain that 
man ns reflection ts whnl God knows 
about Himself, it is God's own spirit- 
ual knowledge ol Himself. Man in 
Science u not God. he is the reflec- 
tion of God. God's consciousness <af 
Hi.s own perfect being. Thus man 
is the image of God Himself, as we 
read In Genesis. "So God created 
man in nls own image, in the image 
ol God created he him." It follows 
that because there Is only one God, 
there is only one spiritual man This 
: is the only man there really is. and 
i r Science you are that man by right 
of individual reflection. 

Unreliability of Matter 

Physical scientists appear to be at 
sea regarding the nature of matter. 
One of the greatest authorities ad- 
mits that we do not possess any 


the lesson of Love— love for God and 
man Of what avail Is It to be able 
to state correctly the letter of Sci- 
ence and yet allow its spirit to go 
unexpressed? The letter, then, be- 
comes the dead leaves of winter, 
tossed In the chilly blast of Intel- 
lectualtsm. The warm center, the 
living part, the heart of Christian 
Science Is Love 

What is Love? It Is larger than 
words, more extensive than thought. 
Nothing but divine Love Itself can 
define It, nothing but deeds can at- 
test It. According to St. John. "God 
ts love." and he adds that he who 
knows Love knows God. Love enn 
bo defined only by those who love 
ai:d are loving; It Is defined In their 
deeds and In their lives Divine Love 
means at-one-ment, unity, harmony 
So love recognizes the oneness and 
harmony of all things 

On a mental blackboard let us 
draw a perpendicular line; on the 
right side of this line put the word 
Love." with its meanings of at-one- 
ment. unity, harmony On the left 
fide of the line, let us mentally place 
a list of those opposite beliefs which 
spell separation, disunity, friction. 
At the top of this list we would cer- 
tainly place "fear." for nothing de- 
stroys the unity and harmony of 
mer as does fear; next we might 
■'•nre "hatred." then "Impatience,” 


or, "I can't speak in public;* I don’t 
know enough, I am afraid.” I dare 
say that we all have harbored such 
thoughts Such doubts often work 
secretly In one's consciousness. The 
llttie gopher "I can’t" has cut the 
rods of many a promising plant of 
high purpose, and laid it low. 

Mrs. Eddy was not patient with 
the excuse, "I’ll try." or. "I’ll do my 
best ’’ Rather she insisted on, "I’ll 
do It," for she knew that when one 
questioned his own power to do 
something, he foiled to know what 
the real power was that was doing 
it Divine Mind possesses all 
power, capacity, ability, strength, 
intelligence, and man in Science 
possesses these qualities direct from 
God by reflection. Th* motto of the 
Christian Scientist is, "I can because 
God con.’ Man’s capacity is based 
or, God’s ability. 

Do you not feel In your heart of 
hearts that you should be good 
enough, worthy enough, capable 
enough to do all things required of 
you adequately and well? This hu- 
man longing to be thought of as 
truly worthy and necessary, springs 
fiom a deep, spiritual Impulse that 
needs to be considered here. Let me 
Illustrate: A gentleman, not a Chris- 
t.it-n Scientist, who had reached the 
top in his calling, that of salesman 
of advertising, was asked by a friend 
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general basis ter physics vvu.ch can 
be regarded as logical We are told 
oy men ol eminence that the uni- 
verse instead of looking like a great 
machine, looks more like a great 
thuught. It is now generally be- 
icved that as far as our earth is 
ix'i-cerntd electricity in one form or 
another is the sole material used in 
: buiiding its fabric Perhaps that is 
tli* reason for a restless world, that 
;t is resting on restless forms of 
electric sparks Speaking seriously. I 
lowever Christian Science has lung I 
’■^uplit fhrt mafu is an ilki l -:i a 
vague concept «l the human mmd. 

; anti that to relv upon It foi health 
ano supplv recalls the words ot the 
Psalmist, ' Ai h^rsc is a vain thing 
fni safety " 

The following may Illustrate now 
m extremity one should reach out 
ic God. not to matter, foi safety. A 
buy ol the Christian Science Sunday 
School whom we know well was with 
iii.s companions playing with a beach 
hall on the slic e of a lagoon which 
ed off from the o: an. Suddenly 
the ball was thrown into the water 
a nr the breeze from the ocean 
gi ntly wafted It farther out over the 
quarter- mile stretch of water The 
uoy although unable to swim any 
great distance, dashed after it with 
vigor. It kept just ahead of him,

almost had his fingers upon it sev- 
| dal times, only to have It pushed 
iusi beyond his reach. He looked

Great fear came over him and his 
feet began to sink as a great weight 
. nulled him under, and water began 
closing over his head A sudden 
| thought of his family roused him 
, anr the teachings of the Sunday 
i school came to him, that God was

| in Him In that Instant he turned 
completely to God and came closer 
to Him than ever before in his life. 
Hp then saw that Go' was freeing

! As he lay on the surface, he literally 
! shouted for Joy und poured out

how it happened that he had risen 
to such a point, and yet was so sin- 
cerely meek and humble. After some 
questioning he hesitatingly related 
tne following: "When I started to 
sell, years ago, I was trained to be 
aggressive.

I can do better without 
it. In my discouragement I replied,

A cer- 
i.a.r king had not respect for his 
kingly office He belittled it -and he 
lost it You will not lose your place 
as a son of God. if you first recog- 
nize it; second, utilize it; third, 
glory in It. 

Impersonalize Both Good and Evil 

An Interesting und helpful point 
in the practice of Christian Science 
Is to Impersonalize troth good and 
evi: Because we are accustomed to 
think from the personal standpoint, 

It keeps us from seeing that all good 
comes from God. The source of all 
good ts the one, universal, everlast- 
ing God It Is the same source from 
which Moses drew his revelation of 
the Ten Commandments and nis 
masterful guidance of the Israelites; 
the same source from which Daniel 
gained his safety and deliverance 
from the brutality of his captors, 
ail' 1 Jesus his spiritual power to heal 
ano instruct the people When some- 
one referred to Jesus as possessing 
good In a personal way he replied. 

Why callest thou me good? there 
is none good but one. that Is. God." 
He made the separation between 
himself on the one hand, and both 
good and evil on the other That 
very separation became a wall of 
protection around him He learned 
how to Impersonalize praise, and thl- 
enabled him to impersonalize con 
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sure os well. ThlnF of the words of 
piatse that come to you as not per- 
sonal, but ns the recognition of good 
that comes from God. Also In view- 
ing our llfework. let us not make the 
mistake of saying to ourselves. "My 
hand hath wrought this! My mind 
'■nncelved it !" All the good we have 
or ever will have, comes from thr 
source of inflnitp good alone. 

Because Jesus took nothing unto 
nimself as personal to himself, he 
war. able to protect himself from thr 
malice of his foes Unless one 1: 
abi n to and does Impersonalize good 
nu will make poor work of Imper 
snnallzlng evil. It Is said that a bon 
constrictor Is not particularly dan 
gerous unless it finds a convenien: 
tree around which to wrap its tall 
that It may have a leverage by which 
to attack its victim If we refuse to 
see person as the cause of our diffi- 
culties, then those difficulties have 
notning upon which to fasten them- 
selves, and they soon disappear 
under correct mental work. 

A young man of my acquaintance 
was working in an office in which 
th». superior was a man who had 
made the employees unhappy for 
many years, due to his domination, 
criticism, and unfairness. Dislike 
ano even natred were mutually inter- 
changed The young man. a Chris- 
tian Scientist, began to Imperson- 
alize the situation by realizing that 
man in reality Is the beloved son of 
a loving Father, possessed of the 
Chilst-Mind which wa~ never a 
cnannel for evil In a short time the 
character of the man underwent a 
change: criticism and unfairness 
dhappeared; and he and all in the 
office became free and happy. 

It we refuse to entertain a thought 
of any individual as the source of 
malice, hatred, or evil, then we dis- 
arm error, and Truth destroys it. 
Error or evil is not person, but a 
bellet, and we protect ourselves and 
others by impersonating it. The 
broken electric cable may be danger- 
ous but one encounters no difficulty 
so long as he does not take hold of 
it. Evil cannot come to you. Be sure 
you do not go to it. Evil has no real 
existence, because nothing exists 
outside of God. 

Prayer and Healing 

When we ray that the method of 
healing In Christian Science is that 
of prayer, the prayer of realization 
of the truth of God and man, we 
take it out of the category of mind- 
cure will power, hypnotism, and the 
like They are the antipodes of 
Christian Science. Nor Is this prayer 
mere faith-healing. It is the prayer 
of spiritual understanding. 

A common viewpoint about prayer 
is that one should beseech God 
through supplication so that He 
might place in the lap the thing de- 
sired, provided that the voice is loud 
enough and the lap large enough 
Man needs no more than God has 
already provided, with a love for His 
children which transcends that of 
any earthly father. Prayer does not 
give us something new It changes 
nothing real. But It does show what 
w« already have, what unlimited 
power and intelligence we already 
possess, and how we may make use 
of them. In so doing it removes the 
limited sense of man long enter- 
tained. renders thought transparent 
to the truth, and thus reveals the 
unlimited man ol God's creating. In 
bringing to light the real man, the 
false sense of man disappears. 

Some of the most valued paintings 
b> artists of world renown have 
been hidden for centuries by figures 
superimposed upon the original by 
later painters. By means of a deli- 
cate process of removing the layers 
of paint, sometimes five or six, 
thiough patient and intelligent 
effort, the original has been brought 
t« light in clearness and freshness, 
to delight and Inspire art lovers of 
the present day. In the process of 
removal, it Is not necessary to study 
the paint and figures thus falsely 
imposed, but to discover the valued 
original. With the same careful, 
patient, and painstaking effort, one 
ma> remove the layers of selfishness, 
self-depreciation, lack of ability, 
frustration, weakness, neglect, lazi- 
ness, wasting of time, and all evil 
teroencies. which discourage and 
defeat him. They are the false 
veneer which hide one's real worth. 
Our value is not placed upon us by 
others; It ls the evaluation we place 
upon ourselves. When we do place 
it high enough, others respect that 
valuation and honor it. 

In the Sermon on the Mount, the 
highest exposition of spiritual truths 
eve given to mankind. Jesus in suc- 
cinct language gave to us his under- 
standing of prayer or treatment. 
"When thou prayest. enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly." 
He adopted a metaphor with which 
he was familiar Houses of the East 
usually accommodated several fami- 
lies in one large room, with no pri- 
vacy Many recited their prayers by 
rote in the open, but the more de- 
vout sought a quiet spot away from 
ihp clamor; and some of them even 
went to the small closet In the wall 
with Its tiny door, provided for sup- 
plies and valuables, and entering in. 
they would close the door, and there 
pray to the Father. 

To "enter into thy closet" means 
tc realize the omnipotence, omni- 
presence, and omniscience of God, 
His allness, including His spiritual 
creation and spiritual man. One may 
rest for a time In the realization of 
the adorable One. the cause and 
origin of all that really exists If 
teai and confusion darkens our 
thought it would be well to start 
with simple truths which we can 
easily grasp, of the tender, loving 
Father and Mother, more firm and 
faithful than any earthly father 
more watchful than a loving shep- 
heir. over his flock, more loving than 
a most saintly mother; the very 
presence here and now of Love and 
power Then as thought ascends we 
may recognize the divine Principle. 
Love with Its universe of spiritual 
■deas. God Is always where man Is. 
am man Is always where God Ls. 

Next we are told to "shut thy 
door." During the period of a severe 
storm In my home city, mud and 
wuter filled 'the roadways on the 
hillsides A beautiful home had its 
lawn and doorway under the level 
ol the street. Much debris covered 
iha lawn up to the door sill. One of 
lie occupants, being curious, opened 
he door to see the sight As she did 
;o mud und water poured in the 
toorway forming u wedge which 
nterferea with the closing of the 
loor Instead of trying to clear It 
ina close the door, the person run 
wav in dwmnv. and In a short time 
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die * floors and rugs were covered 
with water and debrLs. If. In an un- 
guarded moment, we open our 
mental door to the debris of fear 
medical beliefs, selfishness, self-will, 
sin hatred and the like we need to 
shut It promptly by means of spirit- 
ual realization, that is by denying 
he lie of the material senses, and 
affirming the truth of spiritual 
sense This method ol argument, in 
greater or less degree. Is ordinarily 
at’ essential In treatment. 

Fina.ly we are told to "pray to 
'hy Father ” This final step is the 
consciousness that under God’s gov- 
ernment all ls well, that God knows 
no evil, no sickness, sin, nor death. 
As Habakkuk says. "Thou art of 
purer eyes than to behold evil, and 
canst not look on Iniquity." The 
highest healing prayer that ban- 
ishes disease and fear, ls to know 
r.ht perfect Love that casteth out 
fear; and to know that fear cannot 
enter the consciousness filled with 
Love alone. 

Healing the Body 

i I* might reasonably be asked at 
I this point, How does realization of 
I cht Truth heal the body? The re- 
| ervery follows when the cause is 
removed. What ls the cause oi dis- 
ease? All readily admit that marked 
bodily changes follow mental 
changes Water flows from the eyes 
when one ls grieved; sudden fear 
produces cold perspiration, some- 
times death; anger produces a 
cuange In circulation with flushed 
i o r pallid cheeks. and other changes 
to the digestion, heart, etc. From an 
Asi-ociated Press news story of May 
| 29th 1943. the following is of in- 
t'»est: "Discovery of a poison- us 
substance which appears suddenly 
in the human blood during fear and 
anxiety was reported to the New 
York Academy of Medicine May 
1 27th, 1943. . . The strange human 
i woiry substance mounted in pro- 
1 portion to the rise of fear, worry, or 
other emotional upset. The 
physical changes are frequent and 
j vai led. They often result in physical 
I diseases whose only cause appears 
I to be a state of mind." 
i My friends, Mrs. Eddy has been 
telling this to the world for over 
sixty-eight years. If it is true that 
fear worry, grief, despair, hatred, 
car make a man sick, then why ad- 
minister tablets and medicines to 
make him well? Remove the fear, 
worry, hatred, through the opera- 
tion of divine Mind, and the man is 
nealed successfully and permanently. 

Salvation 

Salvation ls the saving ol a man 
trom the pains and pleasures of his 
own false beliefs. It is more than 
a public pronouncement; it is an 
inner transformation whereby the 
Christ-power as Jesus understood it, 
prevails over sin, sickness, and death. 
"Work out your own salvation,” is a 
command which it is possible to 
obey Right thinking which leads 
to right acting and living, ls the 
passport to heaven. "Heaven is not 
a locality, but a divine state of 
Mind," as the textbook states (p. 
291) 

Bln Is Intentional wrongdoing. 
God does not punish sin; He does 
not have to; sin punishes itself 
through mental and physical suffer- 
ing until the sin is given up. There 
is nr escape from this mandate that 
sin kills itself. We should not be 
disturbed by seeing the wicked pros- 
per He who indulges in sin. lust, 
dishonesty hatred, selfishness, pride, 
ana the like, may roll along flashily, 
like u new automobile, unmindful 
of the null in the tire which drives 
deeper and deeper with every revo- 
lution of the wheel, until It pierces 
the tube of Inflated egotism and 
leaves one flat. 

Safety fur Those under Arms 

How may one use ChrlsLiun Sci- 
ence as a protection for loved ones 
tai away on the field of battle, and 
foi the prosperity of our countries 
under arms? Thought recognizes no 
limitation of distance. In conscious- 
ness you are present with your loved 
ones now. Nothing can separate 
you. We read (Science and Health, 
p. 559), "Scientific thought reaches 
over continent and ocean to the 
globe’s remotest bound.” The pow r 
of Truth Is Instantly present and 


operates everywhere, every moment. 
Your word of Truth, uttered ar . 
understood, reaches beyond human 
iim'ts and brings peace, security, 
arc safety, wherever the need may 
be Thus, daily and hourly, one may 
render effective support to those in 
need, whether they be on land. In 
the air, or on or under the sea. 

As distance raises no barrier to 
effective prayer, so the fact that 
there are great numbers of those 
who may be in need of help does not 
render divine aid less effective. I am 
Intimately familiar with the follow- 
ing Incident during the first World 
War. One of the large cantonments 
of eighty thousand men was beset by 
a sudden epidemic, and paralyzing 
fear settled like a blanket over the 
ci mp. Daily there was unprecedented 
human loss. Officers as well as men 
appeared somber and frightened. The 
brigadier general, commanding officer 
of the camp, was a Christian Scien- 
tist He and the Christian Science 
Camp Welfare Worker, together with 
another Christian Scientist, one eve- 
ning resolved that that night each 
o. the three would, in his separate 
abode, take up the problem tn con- 
tinuous prayer for deliverance ol 
uiie camp. This was done. The 
morning broke clear and bright Men 
along the company streets appeared 
enanged. They were relieved and 
gay Officers whistled as they en- 
tered headquarters, and some in- 
quired what had taken place to 
change things so markedly The 
enemy, fear, had fled In the night 
as did the Syrian hosts of old. and 
the epidemic began to subside from 
that day. 

Christian Science prayer, borne 
on wings of Love, reaches immedi- 
ately those In need. It aids In pro- 
moting wise decisions on the field of 
battle and among the nations. Its 
tender ministration brings succor to 
those beset with fear, firmness to 
L ne discouraged, deliverance to those 
in danger, and brings "the peace of 
God. which passe th all understana- 
‘ng ” 

Conclusion 

In conclusion The purpose of 
Christian Science is to present to a 
world tn need the practical opera- 
tive power of prayer which is be.-ed 
on the Bible, and fulfills Jesus com- 
mend to heal the sick and sinning, 
and comfort the sorrowing It shows 
how our lives may be transformed 
through eliminating the mental 
r ia»ts und characteristics which im- 
jerif our progress in the home in 
society, and in the business woild.

Rotary Club 

Assurance that there is a 
strong organization with suffi- 
cient funds to take care of prob- 
lems confronting families of serv- 
ice men, regardless of rank or re- 
lationship was given at the meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club 
yesterday by Capt. Edward A. 
Sherman, director of Army Emer- 
gency Relief for the First Corps 
Area. 

Capt. Sherman, who was with 
the Marines in World War 1, has 
five brothers in the armed serv- 
ices, one of whom was Rear Ad- 
miral on the Wasp and another Lt. 
Commander Sherman of Tarawe 
fame. Opening his talk on "Army 
Emergency Relief,” Capt. Sher- 
man said that the first function of 
the organization is to cut red tape 
and care for families of service- 
men regardless of the relationship 
to the soldier or his grade. In 
order to maintain morale on the 
inactive fronts, letters from home 
have to be cheerful. Capt. Sher- 
man said. To achieve this goal 
Army Emergency Relief gives le- 
gal advice, money, loans, gifts and 
other guidance to folks at home. 
He said the problem of morale was 
not where the soldier is but where 
his wife is. 

The Army-Relief does not give 
charity, Capt. Sherman said, but 
assistance. The relief is not from 
government funds but from free 
contributions from free men. 
Large amounts of money have 
been raised for the purpose by 
sporting events and by Irving Ber- 
lin’s play “This is the Army,” he 
stated. 

An important function of the 
Army Relief is to aid discharged 
soldiers until the veteran admin- 
istration can take over. He said 
that Massachusetts has the best 
organization for taking care of re- 
turning veterans in the country. 
Men ask for information, advice 
and guidance and jobs in that or- 
der. Capt. Sherman said. Other 
agencies to aid returning veterans 
are the veteran administration, U. 
S. Employment service, the re- 
employment committee of the local 
draft board, soldiers' relief and 
the Red Cross. 

Capt . Sherman said that only 
three per cent of the veterans dis- 
charged as neuro-physiciatrics 
have mental pathology and that 
the vast majority can fit into civ- 
ilian life. He said he could not 
commend too highly the efforts of 
the Citizens Advisory Committee 
for Returning Veterans and the 
alertness of the .city to this prob- 
lem.
